Join the “CROWD” on 
packet! 


There is a new thing in 
packet radio, called CROWD. 
CROWD allows you to talk with 
several other users at once. It’s 
similar to connecting to 
someone’s station, and typing 
keyboard to keyboard with 
them. The difference is that 
CROWD allows you to talk to 
more than one person at once. 

To connect to CROWD, 
connect to one of the BERK 
nodes: BERK1 on 145.07, 
BERK2 on 221.11, BERK3 on 
145.09, or BERK4 on 144.99. 
Once connected to a BERK 
node, connect to CROWD. 

Several commands on 
CROWD start with a slash () 
character. /W will tell you who 
else is on CROWD, and /H will 
give you help with the other 
commands. Anything you type 
that doesn’t begin with a / will 
be sent to all other users on 
CROWD channel 0.
